The trouble with .... now, I wonder whêre 
you have heard that before? Never mind; here 
goes; The trouble with' most amateur, tliéàtrical 
groups is that their members approach the the 
atre as a hobby. Their aims are e^^prèssed in 
terms of personal pleasure and ambition. Poisslb^ 
expressed is not the right word, for the cohstitu 
tions and so forth of mdét societies contain sev- 
eral clauses which, seem to show that those who 
drew them up,^^p^re of the neoâ»i|^|fôr a 
expresMd thenwBlves 'on papçr, they Vré' W apt 
to consider their duty done and criticism 'silenced.' 

• A society of hobbyists, of course, can be very 
beneficial to its mémbers by affording; them an 
opportunity for congenial, and even stimulating 
c6mpanionsl î lpMl|fe ^ i^ ^ « ^ 
ingr. All (tfftnMSlDeiawflS^m 
but they constitute only hal/ of the good which 
can dévèI(H) out of community theatricals. The 
other half, and to my Bsind the most Important 
half, is entirely educational. The' amateur stage 
should be approached as' an experiinental. .labora- 
tory or a lecture platform to demonslrate and 
illustrati the history aAd prô^ess of dranlà, and 
to train tliie' audience in wise appréciation. There 
can be no greftt dramàtic mo^ment^/until a public 
has been éifeàted. That is :M^^^d^, you say 
eôhrectly, but it is a platitiïdl^^hteâ jeverjr c^a- 
ftiatic organization should' framonutd; hang ovfr 
thé door of its esiécutive office. 

In Canida ^this néed for education by, en- 
ll|[htened amateurs Is particularly gréât for rea-

(1) The small site and^ remoteness of the ma- 
jority of cities wl^lch makes extenslvti touring 
tuch a wild-cat gamble;

(3) The rém&rkable ignorance . of the public. 
We néed to go DO further thin Montreal to dem> 
onstrate thls.^ Last year we wire given tt^e c^- 
pprtunlty by two of the soundest, and most sin- 
cere of modem artists, Judith Anderson and 
Robert Lorraine, of se*lng a pair of plays which 
beautifully represent the genius ot . the^' modem 
drama. Vtt "Àa You Desire ïié" by ~ Piran^eiloi 
and Strinberg's "The Father" were given th!B"è'o6i- 
ést tiôuible reception. "The Father" played fof 
one week iii Montreal to puny audiences and then 
had its western bookings cancelled. The people 
paid practically no attention to a play which such 
critics as Ludwig Lewlsohn, St. John Ervlne and 
apor^t^ Jean Nfkthan have pl$cM nf^t .Ihè hea4|, 
naturalistiics drama. They hîÀ evidently néver 
heard of the play and were ignorant of the stature 
and potrar of the author. "The. Birrétts of Wim- 
pole Street," "Yellow , Sands," ".The Kin|['8 KjleBsen^ 
ger," and "'The Queen's Husband,'! ail pltys by 
iecond and third' r&te dramalista, were welcomed 
while two masterpieces stràigled past vin the pight. 

(4) The lack of compétent and unprejudiced 
criticism. I mig|it have said simply the lack of 
criticism, for the business of advertising has for. 
the most part reduced the critic to the rank of a 
commentator' aiid^ reviewer. SùppOstaig' optimistical? 
ly for the moment that the "reviewer" does exér- 
cUe some influence, how are we to expect that hé 
éui work for thé Improvement of public taste by 
iavlshiiig' praise on aimost everything including 
"Merrle Engiand," and "The King's Messenger?" 
One might' Imagine from reading what passes for 
dramatic criticism in Canada that the nationality 
of a play and its players ' constitutes trie t(reatesb
